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INTRODUCTION 

Abu Ali al-Hasan bin al- Haitham (965 in Basra 1040 
in Cairo) was a prominent scientist and polymath from the "Golden 
Age" of Muslim Civilization. He is described as the "World's first 
True Scientist . He lived mainly in Cairo dying there at age of 
74. Basra was a "key beginning of learning" and he educated there 
and in Baghdad. 

CONTRIBUTIONS AND IMPACT ON MODERN 
SCIENCE: 

» He was the first person to test hypothesis with verifiable 
experiments, developing the scientific method more than 200 years 
before European scholars learned of it. 

\ He was the first person to apply algebra to geometry founding the 
branch of mathematics known as "Analytic Geometry". 

t His 1 1th Century camera obscura greatly influenced Renaissance 
European optics 

* Ibn Al Haitham's studies of the eye gave the first modern 
understanding of lens, retina and optic nerve as well as the 
mechanics of vision and perception. 

* Ibn Al Haitham's experiments laid much of the groundwork for other 
scientific fields and enabled the European telescope and 
Leeuwenhoek's microscope both still in use today. 

I He developed a highly successful theory which explains the process 
of vision as rays of light proceeding to the eye from each point on 
object, which he proved through the use of experimentation. 

► He is also considered to be the founder of experimental psychology 
for his approach to visual perception and optical illusions. 

► He wrote more than 200 works on a wide range of subjects , of which 
at least 96 of his scientific works are known. 

► He studied the mechanics of motion of a body and was a person to 
maintain a body moves endlessly unless an external force stops it 
or changes its direction of motion.This would seem equivalent to the 
first law of motion And he also developed the 2nd and 3rd law of 
motion. 

► He also discussed much about Law of Gravitation before Newton. 

* He had also discussed the theories of attraction between masses, 
and it seems that he was aware of the magnitude of acceleration 
due to gravity. 



Egyptian Scientist Saved

Nearly three years ago, on 11 March 2011 a tsunami and 
earthquake hit Japan killing 15,883 people and displacing 340,000. 
It also caused extensive damage to buildings, railroads and homes 
amounting to 122 billion dollars.ln the aftermath of the incident, the 
Fukushima Daiichi Nuclear Power Plant in east Japan was 
subjected to several equipment failures and accidents which led to 
leaking of many radioactive materials in the pacific ocean starting 
from 12 March. 

Following this environmental disaster scientists from all over the 
world worked to fight off the growing danger of contaminated water. 

Professor Sherif EL Saftv an Egyptian bom-and-raised chemist 
and expert in Nanotechnology developed a Nano-material which 
enabled simple, quick and efficient detection and removal of 
pollutants from water. No matter how small an amount of any 
pollutant is present in water, these nanomaterials can capture the 
pollutants quickly and absorb them, showing a colour change which 
is visible to the naked eye, indicating the removal of pollutants and 
contaminants. This material and method has proved its effeciency 
in solving both large-scale and small-scale problems concerning pollution. 

Professor EL-Safty believes that nanotechnology has potential to 
solve major problems especially in fields such as environmental 
pollution, agriculture and medicine. 

If given enough attention and developement, methods like 
this one and many others based on nanotechnology which are 
currently under developement can truly affect the impact of 
environmental pollution on the world and reduce it 
noticeably. 

The ever-so-quick spreading of pollution is a warning for 
environmental organizations to start focusing on quick and 
effecient ways such as this one to eliminate the threat of pollution 
and restore our planet to its former clean and healthy glory.
